[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON, June 29. — 
Whether Gen. Yudenitch’s army 
shall take Petrograd is dependent 
upon a decision of the supreme coun- 
cl] of the Peace Conference as to 
whether the United States shall sup- 
ply foodstuffs and Great Britain or- 
ganize the transport for their con- 
veyance. The supreme council, it 
was learned authoritatively today, 
now has this question before it, and 
early decision is expected. 

Allied and Russian military ex- 
péerts have advised the supreme 
council that the capture of Petro- 
grad would be comparatively easy, 
from a purely military viewpoint, 
but that the sustenance of the pop- 
ulation presents difficulties of un- 
surmountable nature, unless the 
United States and England should 
undertake their solution. 

The military forces, composed 
entirely of Russian volunteers, of 
which about 25,000 are Esthonians, 
total only 40,006, but the experts de- 
clare that they are all excellently 
trained and disciplined, and ardent 
for prosecuting the war against the 
Bolsheviki. A part of these forces 
has reached Peterhoff, nineteen 
miles from Petrograd, and is there 
awaiting action by the supreme 
council at Paris. 

There are no fortresses of any 
value to the Bolsheviki in the way 
of the Yudenitch army, there have 
been many revolts among the troops 
comprising the Bolshevik garrison 
at Petrograd, and the population of 
Petrograd is hostile to the Bolshe- 
viki. 


IN THROES OF FAMINE.

hope for the future of the world— 
a hope born of the treaty of peace 


with Germany. 

The President feels it is to be a 
good peace—a peace based on jua- 
tice and right. If it seems severe on 
Germany to some these should keep 
in mind that Germany, like an im- 
dividua] criminal, should not ex- 
pect te escape the consequences of 
her erimes, which tn the case of an 
individual offender is sanctioned by | 
law to the extreme of the forfeiture 
of his life. 

These were the ideas in the Presi- 
dent’s mind in the closing hours of 
‘the most iniportant international 
gathering in history. He is returning 
home with the intention of making 
a report of his stewardship to the 
American people, and to that end 
will start as soon as possible on 4 
nation-wide tour so as to be able to 
see and talk to as many of his fel- 
low-countrymen as the time at his 
disposal will permit. He believes the 
German treaty was negotiated 
among the Allied peace makers in 2 
liberal spirit, and seems filled with 
confidence that the American people 
will approve its terms in the assur- 
ance that whatever its imperfections 
may appear to be, it is the best that 
could be devised under all the cir- 
cumstances of international compli- 
cations and embarrassments. 

TOUR TO BE EDUCATIONAL. 

The President intends his swing 
around the circle, which he expec's 
will take hhn to the Pacific Coast, 
shall be free from any semblance 
of political purpose—political in a 
partisan sense. He regards the tour 
as educational, designed, according 
to the view he is understood to en- 
the gigantic task of rearranging the 
did in Paris, and what was accom- 
plished there by those intrusted with’ 
the gigantic task of earranging the 
affairs of the world. Of course, 
his great interest is in the League

There seems to be no doubt the 
President is convinced if any change 
whatever is made in the treaty or 
covenant by the United States Sen- 
ate. even that form of reservation 
such as those proposed by ex-Sena- 
tor Root, the United States would 
remain out of the league for an 
Indefinite period, and for the same 
pehiod would be constructively aid-. 
ing Germany. The adoption of Sen- 
ator Fall's resolution, the Presi- 
dent is understood to feel, would be 
a national disgrace. . 

The President has strong views on 
the Senate's attempt to separate the 
treaty and the league or make ex- 
ceptions to the treaty, and cannot 
discuss it without a show of anger. 
It is obvious from what is known 
of the President's attitud’ that he 
will not only feel a deep sense of 
disappointment, but feel the Senate's 
action is a direct setback in the at- 
tempt to preserve the world from a 
repetition of the terrible catastrophe 
which came upon it nearly five years 
ago through the imperialistic arro- 
gance of those who then ruled Ger- 
many. 

HAS FAITH IN PEOPLE. 


Any change by the Senate in the 
treaty text—and this includes the 
league covenant—will be regarded 
by the President as placing the 
United States beyond the pale in its 
dealings with the nations which 
looked to America to lead in the 
endeavor that dominated the  ex- 
| changes of the Allied peace makers 
—to make impossbble, or as nearly 
an impossibility as the  circum- 
stances would permit, that there 
should be anather world conflict. 

The words “beyond the pale” are 
my own, but I am sure nothing less 
emphatic would express the feeling 
in the President's mind. 

However. in spite of his indigna- 
tion, the President is leaving Eu- 
rope for America in a happy frame 
of mind, due to his confidence that 
the American people—once they 
fully realize what the treaty cove- 
nant means for the good of the 
world—will give their verdict in fa- 
vor of ratification of these momen- 
tous documents without change.

BAG PUNCHING. 

Tt would have been well for 
Dempsey to have paid greater at- 
tention to developing the particular 
muscles that would have offset his 
natiiral loss of power. He could 
have done this by punching up at 
the bag. Whenever I am going to 
box a man who is taller than my- 
self I follow this system. I have 
found it to be very beneficial. Any 
man can see what I mean by de- 
tracting from the power of a punch 
by simply hitting at an imaginary 
opponent taller than himself. 
will then realize how necessary it is 
to take the proper kind of exercise. 
Bag punching is also a great de- 
veloper of shoulder muscles. It is 
always one of the most important 
features of my training.

What’cha Fraid Of? 


N UNGOVERNED COUNTRY. | 
, Judging from the latest dispatches, the 
war clouds are moving across from Cen- 
tral Europe to settle over Mexico. The Car 
Tanza government seems to be going from 
bad to worse. It has repudiated practically 
all its financial obligations, both at home 
and abroad, and Mexican governmental af- 
fairs are becoming so involved that Great. 
Britain and France are beginning to ask 
in peremptory manner for an accounting. 

Mexico was refused admission to the 
League of Nations because of the unsettled 
conditions existing within its boundaries. 
A man who is continually fighting with oth- 
er members of his own family and with the 
neighbors is not a likely choice for a peace 
officer, Great Britain made known unof- 
ficially to the Peace Conference that, if the 
United States did not care to assume a 
mandatory for Mexico for the purpose of 
protecting life and property, she would take 
the responsibility rather than to see pres- 
ent anarchistic conditions continue. Ad- 
vices from Washington are to the effect 
that the time is rapidly approaching when 
this country must either exercise its pre- 
rogative under the Monroe Doctrine to give 
to Mexico a stable government or must per- 
mit one or more European countries to 
do so. 

One of the policies of the Carranza gov- 
ernment was to take over and operate the 
railways and express companies. This 
meant the seizure of several million dollars’ 
worth of property of British subjects. But 
government operation has been no more 
successful Mexico than in our own coun- 
try. The government has collected all the 


revenues from the operation of the railways, 


has permitted the property to deteriorate 
badly and has not @ peso to the rightful 
owners for its use. he protest of British 
subjects has been recognized officially by 


the British government. 


‘The Carranza government is in equally 
bad favor with France. A Mexican loan of 
$30,000,000 was floated a few years ago in 
France; there has been no payment on 
either principal or interest accounts, and 
Mexico has now repudiated the entire loan. 

Representations have been made at Wash- 
ington that the French government will not 


permit such confiscation, but will insist that 
, the obligations of the Mexican government 
to French subjects be discharged. France 
has lost too much during the war to be in a 


mood for trifling. 
Meanwhile, the turmoil and unrest south 


of the Rio Grande are increasing. Villa and 
Pineda revolutionary forces were formerly 
dreaded by the foreign residents in Mexico; 
but communications coming from Mexican 
territory disclose that the most predatory 
of the armed bands now ravaging the coun- 
try and terrorizing the inhabitants are the 
Federal troops. Their officers are armed 
with carte blanche orders from the Car- 
ranza government to commandeer every- 
thing in sight and they use this authority 
for the purposes of general pillage. 


Americans who are trying to operate in- 


dustries in Mexico assert that they would 
prefer risking their fortunes with Villa and 
Pineda to falling into the hands of the Fed- 
eral soldiery. Nearly every plantation 
owned by a foreigner in Mexico has been 
pillaged; and thé Carranza officers are 
making a feature of stirring the native In- 
dians working on the plantations to rise 
like Bolsheviki and seize the 
They tell the natives that all the holdirgs 
of foreigners in Mexico have been confis- 
cated by the government and are to be 
turned over to the Indians.

A prominent business man of Los Ange- 


les has received from a relative in Mexico 
@ communication telling what took place 
when the Federal troops came to the cof- 
fee plantation in which he is interested. 
The correspondent writes: : 


“Telephone communications were of 
course cut off with the coffee planta- 
tion, so we did not know just what had 
happened there. When the doctor came 
back he told us that the Federals had 
taken everything in the store, includ- 
ing some rifies and mules, and had 
robbed the kitchen of everything, in- 
cluding the pots and pans, had gone 
through all the Indian huts and pillaged 
them also, even of the smallest necessi- 
ties, all they had in the world. ... 
Yesterday Mr. —— sent a man with 
some pack animals to the coffee plan- 
tation to get some corn. From a hill 
overlooking the plantation he saw 
troops coming out of the buildings. He 
khew they were Carranza men, as the 
rebels under Pineda are not allowed to 
enter any of the buildings or houses. 

; All I had to hide was some mon- 
ey and camera, which I did at once. 
The natives living on the ranch started 
coming in with their families and all 
thair beloncingn and on the 


porch. They had had previous expert- 
ence with the Federal troops. ‘ 
“Then the Federal troeps came, loot- 
ing the stores and residences, and ‘rais- 
ing hell’ would be putting {t mildly. 
. « . Four of the Mexican foremen 
had ropes tied round their necks and 
were delivered to the Indians. .. 
The Indians followed them away, lead- 
ing these foremen with the ropes round 
their necks.” 
At the time the letter was written the 
fate of the foremen had not been learned, 
but they were presumed to have been

FLOATING PREVENTORIUMS. 

There are in the city of New York 216,000 
children between the ages of 4 and 16 who 
are undernourished, according to a recen 
report upon the subject. : 

For the benefit of such children, suffer- 
ing from malnutrition, the department of 
health in tat city has established so-called 
“preventoriums;” one known as “Lay Camp 
Manhattan,” at the foot of East Ninetieth 
street, the other “Day Camp Rutherford,” at 
the foot of North Second street, Brooklyn. 
These are experimental stations where the 
effort is being made—and with marked suc- 
cess—to show how children who might later 
fall a ready prey to. tuberculosis can be 
fortified against that and other diseases. 

In casting about for locations for such 
purposes old ferryboats, which had seen 
better days, weres remodeled and moored 
at the docks on the East River. While, at 
present, only about 475 children can be ac- 
commoedated at these two camps, it is hoped 
later on to establish other camps of a more 
permanent nature, where children may be 
cared for both night and day. Both camps 
are equipped with schoolrooms, playrooms, 
a kitchen, dining-rooms, shower baths and 
a dental clinic. The public schools, clinics 
and charitable organizations each furnish 
their quota of children who attend the 
camps. Weather permitting, all the school 
duties—which are directed by thres teach- 
ers at each camp—exercises and games are 
enjoyed in the open air. All the children 
are under the careful supervision of a phy- 
sician and three nurses. At least once a 
week each child is weighed and a record is 
kept._[ William D. Geodwin in July Popu- 
lar Mechanics Magazine.

Please find inclosed samples I am 
sending you to have tested for cop- 
per, manganese and zinc. These 
specimens come from Pacoima Can- 
yon and are from a ledge 150 feet 
wide.

A.: Both samples are, miner- 
alogically, magnetite (magnetic 
iron ore,) but not the valuable 
lodestone, a natural magnet, which 
picks up iron nails like a magnet, 
or, in other words, your samples are ! 
not polaristic. 

There is some handsome nthe | 


cent iron (“peacock iron”) in the 
samples, and zinc is very sparingly 
present; manganese in very low per- 
centage, and, qualitatively, we can- 
not £0 further on the specimens. 

Southern California, especially in 
the Eakle Mountain district, with 
other localities, was quickly “picked 
up” years ago by the Harriman and 
other financial interests, and suffice 
it to say that there are no better 
iron ores on earth than in the local- 
ities indicated, and among the iron 
ores at the places named is found 
polaristic magnetite that will lift six 
times the weight of iron nails or 
tacks that the Arizona and Wash- 
ington lodestones do. 

It is mot clearly understood that 
the ledge of 150-foot width is of ma- 
terial similar to your samples and 
probably the samples come from 
differing points in the ledge.
